Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the 

sanitary  conditions  and  the  state  of  the  public  health  in  the  Painscastle 
Rural  District  during  the  year  1957. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  report  I 

have  endeavoured  to  deal  briefly  with  all  matters  within  my  responsibility 
regarding  public  health  and  preventive  medicine  and  I have  included  all 
the  subjects  specifically  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  in 
Circular  1/58 (Wales). 

SECTION  1.  GENERAL  AND  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Area  31,414  acres. 

The  Rural  District  of  Painscastle  is  situated  in  the  southern 
part  of  Radnorshire  and  adjoins  the  counties  of  Brecon  and  Hereford. 
Agriculture  is  the  predominent  occupation.  There  are  no  towns  in  the 
district.

SECTION  2. GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICE 


Public  Health  Officers  The  same  arrangement  existed  during  1957  as 
previously.  Mr,  G.  G.  Evans,  your  Public  Health  Inspector,  is  also 
employed  in  a similar  capacity  by  the  Hay  Urban  and  Hay  Rural  District 
Counc ils . 

Laboratory  Facilities  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  Hereford, 
Brecon  and  Carmarthen  and  all  water  samples  are  sent  to  these  laboratorie 
Milk  samples  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford. 
Investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  is  performed 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Hereford. 

Nursing  and  Other  Facilities  The  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
these  services.  The  County  Council  also  administer  the  maternity  and 
child  welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor  ailments, 
dental,  eye  and  orthopaedic  defects.  Immunisation  against  diphtheria 
and  whooping  cough  is  also  carried  out  at  these  clinics. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  district  for  all 

diseases  apart  from  infectious  diseases  are  provided  for  at  the  County 
and  General  Hospitals  at  Hereford.  A few  cases  are  admitted  to  Brecon 
and  Llandrindod  Wells.  Merthyr  Tydfil  Isolation  Hospital  and  Hereford 
Isolation  Hospital  receive  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Post-Mortem  Facilities  A building  at  Cockcroft  House,  Hay-on-Wye,  is 
fully  equipped  for  carrying  out  post-mortem  examinations?  the  building 
is  shared  with  the  Hay  U.D.C.and  Hay  R.D.C. 

Disinfection  The  methods  used  principally  for  disinfection 

are  fumigation  and  spraying. 


SECTION  3.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCE S 


Water  Supplies 


During  the  year  plans  and  sections  of  the 
intended  water  mains  were  received  from  the  Consulting  Civil  Engineers 
in  respect  of  the  Area  Water  Supply  Scheme,  some  additional  mains  and 
other  amendments  were  agreed  upon  and  full  drawings  and  other  details 
are  in  course  of  preparation  for  deposit  with  the  Council  and 
transmission  to  the  Ministry. 


Details  of  the  water  supply  position  in  each 

parish  are  given  below:- 
Boughrood  Parish 

The  Llyswen  water  supply,  which  is  owned  by  the  Hay  Rural 
District  Council,supplies  some  26  properties  in  this  parish.  The 
remaining  properties  have  private  sources ; the  supplies  being  generally 
insufficient. 

2 samples  of  water  from  private  sources  were  taken  during  the  year  and 
these  v/ere  satisfactory. 

Bryngwyn  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  which  serves  the  hamlet  of  Rhosgoch; 
the  quantity  was  adequate  during  the  year,  .apart  from  this  supply 
the  parish  suffers  from  lack  of  water  and  the  Area  Water  Supply  Scheme 
would  satisfy  this  need. 

One  additional  property  was  connected  to  the  Rhosgoch  supply  in  the  year. 
Two  samples  taken  were  unsatisfactory  and  some  improvements  were  carried 
out  to  the  spring  sources  and  fencing  erected. 

Two  samples  taken  from  private  sources  were  unsatisfactory. 


Clyro  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Clyro 
consisting  of  some  43  dwelling  houses  and  other  properties.  The  other 
properties  in  the  parish  are  served  from  private  supplies  consisting 
of  small  piped  supplies,  springs  and  wells . 

During  a period  in  the  summer  the  yield  of  the  Clyro  supply 
fell  to  such  an  extent  that  turning  off  at  night  was  necessary,  and 
drip-feed  chlorination  was  carried  out  for  this  period  and  consumers 
were  asked  to  boil  all  drinking  water. 

4 samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination: of 
these,  2 were  satisfactory,  1 v/as  suspicious  and  1 was  unsatisfactory, 

3 samples  from  private  supplies  were  taken:  2 were  satisfactory  and 
1 unsatisfactory. 

Glasbury  Parish 

Some  99  dwellings  have  a piped  supply  from  the  service  reservoirs 
at  '-'wmbach  which  are  owned  by  the  Council.  The  other  properties  in 
the  parish  have  private  supplies  ranging  from  small  piped  supplies  to 
open  wells  and  pumps. 

The  flow  of  water  from  the  reservoirs  fell  considerably  during 
the  summer  months  and  in  order  to  improve  the  flow  from  the  catch  pits 
a temporary  pipe  was  laid  overground  from  the  catch-pits  to  the  reservoir 
and  the  supply  was  turned  off  at  nighty  consumers  were  notified  that 
drinking  water  should  be  boiled. 

To  augment  the  supply  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Radnorshire 
County  Council  (Smallholdings  Department)  to  take  water  from  the 
borehole  supplying  Skynlais  Farm.  A temporary  water  main  was  laid  from 
the  vicinity  of  the  farm  to  the  Council's  reservoir  and  this  additional 
water  was  sufficient  until  the  natural  springs  improved  in  yield. 

A number  of  dwellings  in  the  lower  part  of  the  village  are 
finding  difficulty  in  getting  an  adequate  flow  of  water  through  the 
badly  corroded  supply  mains  and  services,  and  some  lengths  of  main 
will  shortly  have  to  be  renewed. 

Two  samples  of  water  taken  from  private  sources  were  unsatisfactory. 

Investigation  was  carried  out  as  to  the  possibility  of  supplying 
the  individual  properties  at  Ciltwrch  and  Ffynnon-Gynydd  with  water 
from  the  County  Council's  Smallholdings  Supply  and  negotiations  were 
started  with  the  Smallholdings  Committee  for  a supply  of  water;  the 
charge  for  same  has  yet  to  be  agreed  upon. 

Llandewifach  Parish 

This  parish  has  no  Council  owned  supply,  but  it  could  easily  be 
supplied  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake.  There  are  only  15  properties  in  the 
parish  and  these  have  small  piped  supplies,  springs  and  wells. 

One  sample  from  a private  source  was  satisfactory. 

Llanbedr- Painscast le  Parish 

This  parish  has  one  small  private  piped  supply  serving  three 
farms  and  six  cottages.  The  other  properties  have  small  piped  supplies, 
springs  and  wells.  This  parish  could  easily  be  supplied  with  adequate 
quantity  of  water  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  under  the  Area  Water  Scheme. 
There  is  no  further  progress  to  report  on  the  taking  over  and 
improvement  by  the  Council  of  the  small  private  supply  mentioned  above. 

Llanstephan  Parish 

This  parish  has  some  30  dwellings  of  which  12  are  served  by  a 
private  piped  supply.  The  other  dwellings  are  served  by  small  piped 
supplies  and  shallow  wells.  This  parish  could  easily  be  supplied  with 
water  from  Llanbwchllyn  Lake. 

Llandilo-Graban  Parish 

There  is  one  small  Council  supply  serving  a standpipe  and  three 
other  small  private  piped  supplies  in  this  parish.  The  other  properties 
being  served  by  shallow  springs  and  wells.  This  parish  is  in  urgent 
need  of  a piped  supply  and  this  could  be  ma.de  available  from 
Llanbwchllyn  Lake. 


Llowes  Parish 

The  Council  own  the  supply  serving  the  village  of  Llowes. 

The  other  dwellings  are  served  from  shallow  wells  and  small  private 
piped  supplies. 

The  supply  to  the  village  became  very  low  during  the  summer 
months  and  was  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  demand  and  it  was  necessary 
to  augment  this  from  a nearby  private  source,  chlorination  was  carried 
out  at  this  period.  The  village  suffers  badly  from  lack  of  a 
sufficient  water  supply  during  the  dry  periods  but  this  will  be 
overcome  when  the  Llanbwchllyn  Lake  scheme  is  in  operation. 

4 samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of 
these,  1 was  satisfactory,  1 suspicious  and  2 unsatisfactory. 

The  results  of  analyses  are  disappointing  and  the  question  of 
chlorinating  the  supply  is  being  considered. 

In  conclusion  it  is  obvious  from  the  above  description 
that  all  water  sunplies  should  have  urgent  consideration.  Many  of 
them  are  subject  to  pollution  and  the  very  large  number  from  different 
sources  makes  it  impossible  to  give  them  individual  attention  as 
frequently  as  desirable,  which  emphasizes  the  great  need  for  the 
Llanbwchllyn  Lake  Water  Supply  Scheme, 

Approval  was  given  during  the  year  for  two  private 
water  schemes  to  individual  farms  and  these  were  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  & Food  under  the  Hill  Farming  and 
Livestock  Rearing  Acts.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

There  are  no  public  sewers  nor  sewage  disposal  works  in 
the  district  apart  from  6 small  sewage  disposal  plants  serving  Council 
housing  estates  - 6 inspections  were  made  to  these  during  the  year. 

Planning  for  sewers  and  a sewage  disposal  works  was 
continued  during  the  year  for  the  village  of  Glasbury  and  consideration 
was  given  for  a joint  scheme  with  the  Hay  Rural  District  Council  to 
provide  one  works  to  serve  the  properties  on  both  sides  of  the.  River  Wye . 

Farly  consideration "should  be  given  to  the  provision  of 
sewers  and  disposal  works  for  the  villages  of  Clyro  and  Llowes.

Public  Cleansing 

Refuse  is  collected  once  weekly  in  the  parishes  of 
Llanstephan,  Boughrood,  Glasbury,  Llowes  and  Clyro,  and.  monthly  in 
the  parishes  of  Bryngwyn,  Llandilo-Graban  and  Lianbedr-Painscastle. 

The  refuse  collection  service  is  undertaken  by  the  Council's  staff 
and  lorry  jointly  with  the  Hay  Urban  and  Hay  Rural  District  Councils 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  The  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Clyro  refuse  tip.
